Eo appreciate tho strictures of
th Press and Times, it must bo
boirno in mind that all theso county
Brfncrintondcnts aro Radicals.

It will thus be seen hat moro
than one-thir- d of the school money
drawn up to the "7th of Pccjcraber
last was consumed in the paj'ment
of the salaries of offices provided
for by the school law. , It thus ap-

pears that this army of " hungry
patriots " is consuming a great por-
tion of the money wrung from an
oppressively taxed peoples ostensi-- .

bly for tho purpose of educating the
children of tho Slate. Look at tho
figures which the Comptroller's re-

port sots forth. Moro than one-fourt- h

of tho school money drawn
from the treasnrj' up to Dec. 7,
1S0S, went to a.y the salaries of
county superintendents. Up to that
time they got S12J9S while the
little bo's and yirls got tho beuefit
of only $27,S57. These figures ox
plain whj' the count' superin-
tendents take so activo a part in
tho politics of the State. There are
at least a portion of tho Radicals
who are opposed to tho feature oi
tho school law which continues
thane men in office at so heavy an"

cxpenso to tho school fund. They
insist that tho lav shall bo so
modified as that the largo amount
paid to count superintendents in
tho shape ofjalarics, ahull bo dis-

tributed for the benefit of children
who maj' attond schools. . A hoavy
lax is imposed upon tho property-holder- s

of tho State to crcatfe a
fund to be used for common school
purposes, that is, for educating tho
children of tho Slalo, but a very
largo proportion of it goes to sup-por- t

an am of office holdcis
" That's tho way tho monoy goes."'
Was tho Bchool law framed for sup.

a purposo as this ? Was it tho in-

tention of the authors of that
law to pension a legion of office-

holders upon tho tax-paye- rs of tho
Slate, whose services could bo dis-

pensed with without the slightest
dotrimont to tho cfluaency of the
law? It seems that was the very
purposo had in viow. Will this out-

rageous imposition he continued
upon tho pcoplo? Wo should havo
a common school sj'stom, but one-thi- rd

of tho money raised ostensi-

bly for tho purposo of educating
tho children, should not bo frittored
away upon sinecures as a reward
for partisan sorvices. There are a
hundred thousand children in the
Stale who aro appealing with an
elocjuenco to which 'words can add
no force, for a system of common
schools that will enable them to sc-cur- o

an education, and not such a
system as we have, which is made
to succor an army of treasury
leeches.

AN INFAMOUS OKDEK.
jThoro is sorao probability that

Cuba will yet furnish a pretext for
pouncing down upon that miserably
ruled island. Onlhclth of .April
Count Valmaseda, tho commander
of tho Spanish foices in tho East-or- n

Department, issued a procla-

mation, of which tho following are
tho principal features :

''First Every native malo over fifteen
years of ago found away from his resi-

dence without sufficient cause will be ex-

ecuted.
"Second. Every uninhabited dwelling

and ovory inhabited dwelling where a
white flag is undisplaycd will be reduced
to ashes.

"Third. All women away from their
houses will come toBayamo or Jiguani,
or ihey will be brought by force."

Accustomed as wo havo boon of
lato to reports of Spanish outrages,
it is difficult to beliovo that such
an. order as this was really issued
b an officer professing to represent
a civilized and christian govern-

ment, but thero seems to be no

longer any doubt upon this point.
The Washington authorities appear
to be well satisfied that such an
order really was issued. A Wash-

ington dispatch says this order will,
if carried out, lead to trouble be-

tween the United States and Spain.

It lis regarded in official circles at
Washington as one of tho most in-

famous overissued by a commander
having any pretentions to civiliza-

tion. There aro said to be quito
a number of American citizens
in that part of Cuba, and
it is feaied that an indis-

criminate execution of Yalma-sed- a's

order will result in thoshoot-in- g

of some of them. It is reported
that tho government will ho prompt
in punishing any outrago that may
bo committed on Americans under
this order, and that instructions to
this effect have been sent to Ad-

miral Jlloff, commanding tho
American squadron in Cuban
waters. Tho Spanish authorities
could not adopt a surer method of
arousing tho sympathies of tho
American people for tho Cuban in-

surgents than by pursuing tho
ferocious course indicated by
Count Yalmascda. Lot one Ameri-

can bo executed under this in-

famous order, and Spanish rulo
would bo swept from Cuba in tho

shortest possible time.
